EfSHSl^ **** Secondar V Education Act (ESEA) of 1965 made fftnds available to states for 
ttie^bfishment, maintenance, and operation of suppiementaiy educational programs including 
" p *°? n ^ ,OT randicapp&i students. Public-Law 91-230 amended the ESEA in 1971 to include 
under TWe VI, the Education of the Handicapped Act Part B of the Educatidn of )the 
Handk^^ ^provided for gran* to the states to initiate, expand, and improve programs^ 
hancficapped children. Th^e funds were to be used to stimulate the development of 
coi^ehensfoe quaBty programs and services,, to demonstrate innovative practices and 
pro^dur^and to encourage educational reforms which would enhance the learning potential of 
handicapped children. These aefvities were lh"addition to the basic minimal types of programs 
normally provided through state and other monies, 

P.L 91-230 was amended by PL 93-380 for fiScal year 1976. The intent of the amendment was 
to provide financial as$frtance to the states to identify, locate, and evaluate all handicapped 
children, to establish full educational opportunities for all children, and to establish a jull service 
timetable. 9 

The 94tf> Congress passed P.L 94-142, the Education for All handicapped Children Act which 
furtfw amerxk^ Trtte VI-B with the intent of assuring that "afl handicapped children have 
available to them within the time periods special education and related* seivices designed to meet 
tteir unique needs, to assure that the rights of handicapped* children and their parents or 
quardians are protected, to assist States and localities to provide for the education of aD
